The supervisors of Oxford 
County Soil Congervation Dis- 
trict, their wives, and techni- 
cians assisting the district and 
their wives were the guesis 
of Director Franklin A. Dow- 
nie of fhe Conservation School 
at Bryant Pond, for their July 
meeting, Tuesday, duly 18. 

Following supper the group 
toured the campus and its fac- 
flities. Then the supervisors, 
Director Downie and techni- 
cling moved to the area being 
considered as a forestrysvild- 
hfe-soil and water conservation 
demonstration area, The tree, 
grass andJegume plantings will 
show teachers, 4H and-Grange 
und other groups taking the 
courses at the school, the im- 
portance of adapting the tree 
type, grass or jJegume variety 
to the soil type available ont 
nny given working farm in the 
shite, 

The grasa and legume plant- 
ings will be some 20 feet wide. 
Tnese bands will consist of the 
four important grasses. and 
four important legumes such 
ns alfalfa, trefoil, red clover, 
find lading clover. The banda 
will be planted on soil ranging 
from well drained to imper- 
fectly drained to poorly drain- 
ed, Amounts of seed, lime, and 
fertilizer required will be us- 
ed aceording to the advice of 
Frank Hagen, Extension Ser- 
vice Agent for Oxford County. 

The group decided to make 
a forestry planting of the 
dame nature, Four kinds of 
trees, white pine, white spruce 
and red pine will be planted 
in bands acroaa the different 
dry and moist soil condition, 
This will show that different 
kinds of treea grow better on 
one moisture condition than 
another. 

A farm pond has already 
been built at the School. This 
demonstrates the value of 4 
pond on the farm for stock 
water, irrigation, fire protec- 
tion, raising fish and recrea- 
tion, A. diversion ditch was 
built nbove the pond to pre-+ 
vent silting of the pond, A di- 
version ditch i# like an eaves 
gutter on a house, It catches 
runoff water and carries it 
aidewise, On the farm a diver. 
sion protects buildings and 
prevents heavy run-off on slop 
ing fields. :
